FTER wc have read the worki 
of a poet with plcafure, and rc- 
flcAed upon them with improvc- 
meirt, we are naturally apt to inquire 
into his Bfe, the manner of his edu- 
cation, and other little circumftances 
which give a new beauty to his writ- 
ings, and let us into the genius and 
charafter of their author. To latisfy 
this general inclination, and do fomc 
juftice to the memory of Mf. Philips^

John Philips, one ofthofc few poets 
whofe mufe aad manners were equally 
amiable, was born the 3^th of Decofiber 
1 676 at Bampton in O9cfor4fiiu* Hi^ fa- 
ther. Dr. Stephen Philips^ Arch-deacon 
of Sakp^ was minifter there, and his foa^ 
being a boy of a moft promifmg nature> 
fmt of a tender conftitutioio, wa? iOr 
ftrufted at home in the firft rudiraextff 
of grammar^ and then feat toWin^k^ 
^^-•fehpol Here he prefently 4tfcav©r^ 
the deliqacy of his genms^ his cxercifcs 
being diftinguifhed above thofe of Im 
ichool-fellows by a happy imitation of 
the cWtcs. He hiad a quick retiftt <€ 
the force and elegance c£ their fe«ti^ 
ments as well as etpreflions, and did 
liot want either ikiU or induftry to make 
them his own. In the meiMn time, 'Ac 
beoune the darling of the whcde pkce

hy the fweetneiV of his tetteper; and 
while the mafter, a rigid difeijdinariani 
difpenfed, on account of his tendernefs^ 
with that ftrift obfervance of thofe rug- 
ged rules which* was feverely exafted 
frbm the reft; the boys themfelves were 
lb' fsLT from murmuring at it, that they 
were even pleafedwith the diftindion : 
though whilft they were at play he fel- 
<ld'm joined with them, but generally 
^ii*ed then t6 his chamber. It was in 
theft intervals chiefly that he read M/- 
/»»; however, this was not before he 
was Well acquainted with both Firgil 
and Horner^ and the frequent imitations 
he found of thefe authors in Paradife 
Zs^, ialling in exactly with his own turn, 
hence he conceived an ardent paffion for 
the Epigti^ poet^ and fome fmall pieces 
/wiiich he compofed at this time, fhewed 
tikfljt he hatd imbibed a good fhare of 
Mslitafj^ ftyle and manner before he left 
JKitifkefiiti^ Thus qyafified, he was r«-

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monrc^' to O^fcrdi in the beginning ^. 
ihe yeair ' 1 694, and ^ placed in Ch^ 
i^fimch^ ttt a time when ^ that coUe^ wis 
in the hjeig^ of its reputation^ hy the 
excellent fenfeand fpirit that flounfbe4 
there, under the cocdu^iof Dr. JUrich. 
Here he wa& received with open arans 
irijeo the. company md atoc^dataincQ of 
the nEioft diftinguifl&ed. wits, . and- as ojiicyi 
as the ftatutes of the univerfity^: or tht 
rules of his gaiety, called him< t^ < mif 
publiok exerciijesv his pei}fi)rtnanoes m^- 
eohftantly tiie t^k and admimdontoi^l- 
that heard them -j and they were osiy- 
heafd, for he was not willing they ibonld

was likewife led, by the dxatnple of his . 
darling Milton^ to confult the works of 
our old Englijh poets Chaucer ai)d Spen-^ 
fer. By thefe affiftances he made him*^ 
felf abfolute mailer of the true extent 
and compafs of his mother-tongue, and 
we fee afterwards, in his writings, he 
did not fcruple to revive any words ox 
phrafes which he thought dcferved it. 
Yet this was done with that modeft 
liberty which Horace allows of, either in . 
the coining of new, or reftoring of an-? 
cient expreffions ; and to that modefty 
it was owing that he fucceeded fo hap*, 
pily in this dangerous attempt. Noir 
was this attempt made at all, till long 
after the time we are now fpeaking of; 
for as the delight which Mn Philip 
took in reading the poets, was that 
jilone which firft drew his attention, to 
their works, fo he contimied . reading . 

purely

purdy for his pkafure •, in this he gratis 
fied.his delLcficy and improved his tafte» 
and he aimed at nothing further. Tlut 
delicacy .which led him to ftudy the beft 
poets proved a fufficient eheck to hi^ 
nrodefty, and reftrained him from foi:m^ 
ing any plan of appearing in public 
hamfelf. Befides, he. had no uneafy 
third after £une; indeed, the difpofitioa 
of his mind was. happily adapted to the 
tender frame c^ his body. How muck 
fdever he Was ftruck with the majefty; 
fire, and force of Mlton^s mufe, yet he 
had ^ no fhare in the heat and paffion of 
that author's temper.. In this he ieemed 
entirely to be formed in VirgiT^ mouldy 
whom he much loved and admired; 
and as it is iaid of Mlion^ that he could 
repeat the beft part of Homer ', foMr^ 
Philips^ weiire informed,, could do the 
fame of Virgil ; Uke the Roman^ he had 
110 ambition to gratify, being beft fitted 
t^i nature for. that which: he was moft

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iefr us in our tfwn ; and as Horace^2i% one 
irf his darling authors, we necd.not.quct- 
tion his ability to excel in his way, as well 
as that of his admired Virgil. Our author's 
poem, intitled BUinheinty was^ poblifhed 

in 1 705 ; and the next year he finilhed 
that upon Cyder ; which after his deceafe^ 
was tranflated into iLaUany by a noble- 
man of Florence. His next defign was 
that of writing a poem upon the refur- 
reftion, and the day of judgment, but 
this he did not live to execute, other wife 
he would very probably have excelled 
upon a fubjedt, for which he was exa6Hy 
adapted. That fubjeft indeed, was 
only proper to be treated of in tke 
iblemn ftyle, which He makes ufc of,' 
and by one whofejuft notions of religioit 
and a true fpirit of poetry, could have 
carried his reader without a wild enthu* 
fiafm,

. a bare con^&ure of our own, but yws 

have the authority of Mr, SfmfA for it^ 

who was undeniably a competent judgd 

of the fcheme which our author had 

Uid down, and probably had feen the 

firft rudiments of his dciign.^ but Mn . 

Philips' s diftemper increafing obliged him 

to drop the purfuit of this, and all other 

views, befides that of his health ; he had 

been long troubled with a lingring 

cpnfamption, attended with an afthixia, 

a painful diforder, and had fullered 

many fevere confiifts. under it, without 

betraying any difcontent or uneafinefs) 

the integrity of his heart ftill preferving 

the chearfulnefs of his fpirits, and the 

Angular goodnefs of his nature engaging 

his friends in the tendereft and moft 

endearing offices to him on thefe occa- 

fions. By the advice of his Phyficians 

he went to Bath^ the fummer before his 

death i here the ablell of the faculty (by 

B whom 
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whom he was generally beloved) readily 
gave hlnv their befl affiftance^ and fome 
prefent eafe thty did procure him, upon 
which he left the place, though with 
Imall hopes of recovery. Upon his re- • 
riioval from Bath he went to Hereford^ 
where his mother was ftill living, and 
where the afthma returning in the winter 
put a period to his life, Fehruary 15, 
1708, in the entrance almoft upon the 
thirty-third year of his age. He was 
interred in the cathedral-church oi Here- 
ford by his mother, who caufed the 
following infcription to be put upon his 
^ave-ftone.
